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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

Group I, claim(s) 4-1 1 and 17, drawn to a communication apparatus comprising a 
controlling unit (assigns code by factor) for controlling assignment of channelization 
codes according to the data channel of which the factor is large and as shown in 
figure 9. 

Group II, claim(s) s 12-16 and 18, drawn to a communication apparatus comprising a 
controlling unit (assigns code by data amount) for controlling assignment of 
channelization codes according to the data channel of which the data amount is large 
and as shown in figure 1 1 . 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions in Group I and Group II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be 
shown that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different 
designs, modes of operation, and effects (MPEP § 802.01 and § 806.06). In the instant 
case, the different inventions : the controller unit in group I which assigns the 
channelization code to the data channel according to the factor is large shown in figure 
9 and as disclosed as a separate embodiment does not require the controller unit in 
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Group II which assigns the channelization codes according to the data channel of which 
the data amount is large and as shown in figure 11 and disclosed as a separate 
embodiment. 

3. A telephone call was made to Marvin J. Spivok on 4/24/08 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being 
made.
